MARINE INSURANCE. 
(Mitchell's Maritime Register, Feb. 20). ‘ 

‘The case of “ Yglesias y. the Royal Bx- 
change Assurance Corporation,” ‘concluded 
on Monday, after occupying the Court of 
Common Pleas for five. clear ‘days, will 
henceforth take its place amongst the causes 
celzbres of insurance:law. The circumstan- 
ces of this caso are evory way poculiar, the 
position of the plaintifis and their commer 
-cial reputation being unimpeachable, while - 
the defendants are one of the oldest and 
most respected of our insurance corpora- 
tions. Yet the defence to the action was, 
in substance, that tho property in respect 
of tho jettison cf which the claim was made 
had never been on board at all; and this 
line of defence was ‘pursued in the face of 
the fact, that the Underwriters had_ satis- 
lied themselves, by the report of a Commis+ 
sion, that the goods had beeni on board, and 
that they were what they purported tobe, 
as described in the policy .of insurance, 
The facts may be briefly summarised. The ~ 
correspondents of Messrs J. RB. -Yelesias & 
Co. at Las Palmas, in the Canaries, Messrs 
Estofet, Diaz-&-Co., were. indebted to 
Messrs Yglesias in a certain amount, and 
they. proposed te ship’a certain quantity of 
cochineal to square tho,-recount, or, at all. 
events, to go in reduction of the debt. 
This cochinéal Messrs Yglesias were about 
to insure, when an ‘annoymous . letter 
was riceived at Lloyd's stated that Messrs. 
Esivfet, Dias & Co. were on ‘the verge of 
ruin, ‘that.they intended to ship barley, not 
cochineal, and that it was further the inten. 
tion to losé the vessel of her passage home; 
the writer: stating, at the same. time, that 
Yglesiaa é& Co. had-no shara in the con- 
templated fraud. One effect of this com- 
munication. was,- that the Comnmiasion, 
above referred to, was appointed to inves: 
tigate the circumstances of the proposed 
shipment ; and gtother, that the Under- 
writets, on receipt of the raport of Commis. 
sion, consented to insure, but. charged” 2h 
10s. per cout; premiuni, . ‘The’ shipments 
wore made in-a vessel named the Candida, 
which, shortly after leaving the Canaries, 
experienced very. heavy. weather, lost her 
mainmast, carried away her bulwarks, and 
sprung a leak, po save-ihe ship, as it was 
allege: by the plaintif, 1,100 bags of coohi. _ 
neal and 100 bags of barley were jettisoned, 
and it was in resyect of that jettison that 
the recent action was broright,. The ship, - 
however, weathered the gales. féll in with 


the faintest. trace~without absolutely no 
trace, without exaggeration—of what is comn- 
mouly called immorality or scandal, And, 
in tho next place, { think it will do good if 
it strips off the ‘veil of sentiment.and de- 
stroys any of that unholy halo with which 
the devoted and heated imagination of some 
people are fofid-of clothing and surround- 
ing a'so-called religious life.

This rule 
of law rests upon the soundest princigls, 
It is easy to seo that, if it were relaxed, 
theze must soon be-an end of the business 
of insurance, far no mau insuring property 
wou'd feel secure, that in the. event of the 
risk evcurring against which he was osten+ 
sibly protected by a contract of indenmity, 
thaé contract might not be successfully ree, 
pudiatel, But the case we have-beep con.
